1. 1 HAD FURTHER CONVERSATION WITH FOREIGN MINISTER 
MALIK ON SOUTH AFRICAN ISSUE OCTOBER 21 AT ARRIVAL 
CEREMONY FOR BELGIAN KING. WITH MALIK WAS FOREIGN 
DEPARTMENT DIRECTOR GENERAL FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS 

DJ AJ ADININ GRAT . LATTER HAD PRODUCED, AFTER TELEPHONE 
CONVERSATION WITH INDONESIAN DELGATION NEW YORK, 

SECURITY COUNCIL LIST SHOWING EIGHT VOTES FOR SUSPENSION 
OR EXPULISON (THIS NOT CLEAR) INCLUDING THAT OF PERU. 

DJ AJ ADININ GRAT EXPALINED TRADITIONAL INDONESIAN RELUCT- 
ANCE TO BE IN MINORITY OF NON-ALIGHED NATIONS, PARTICULARLY 
IF VOTE TO BE WASTED. 

2. 1 TOLD MALIK AND DJ AJ ADININ GRAT THAT WE HAD HOPES 
PERU MIGHT SUPPORT OUR POSITION. I ASKED WHETEHR, IF 
PERU SWITCHED, INDONESIA WOULD OPPOSE SUSPENSION OR 
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EXPULSION. MALIK SAID "WE WILL CERTAINLY CONSIDER IT.” 
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3. REFERRING TOSECRETARY'S LETTER, I TOLD MALIK AND 

DJ AJ ADININ GRAT THAT WHATEVER PRESENT THINKING, WE STRONGLY 
HOPED INDONESIAN DLEGATION COULD BE INSTRUCTED CONSULT 
CLOSELY WITH US IN NEW YORK AND NOT BE GIVEN BINDING 
INSTRUCTIONS WHICH WOULD PREVENT INDONESIA SUPPORTING US 
IF SUCCESS SEEMED LIKELY. MALIK AGREED SO TO INSTRUCT 
INDONESIAN DELEGATION. 

4. BRITISH EMBASSY HAS BEEN IN TOUCH WITH US AND WE 
BRIEFED THEM ON MY EARLIER CONTACT WITH MALIK. BRITISH 
AMBASSADOR COMBS ALSO SAW DJAJADININGRAT AT AIRPORT AND 
RELAYED BRTIISH INTEREST IN OPPOSING EFFORT AT SUSPENSION 
OR EXPULSION. WHE GOT SAME ANSWER. 

5. COMMENT: I AM NOT SURPRISED THAT FOREIGN DEPARTMENT 
HAS MADE EFFORT TO PREVENT INDONESIAN COMMITMENT TO 
OPOSE AFRICAN INITIATIVES. IF PERU CAN BE PERSUADED, 

HOWEVER, I THINK, GIVEN MALIK'S ATTITUDE, THERE IS GOOD 
CHANCE WE CAN GET INDONESIAN VOTE. NEITHR MALIK NOR 
DJAJADININGRAT DISCUSSED ANY DISTINCTION BETWEEN SUSPENSION 
OR EXPULSION IN CONSIDERATION THEIR POLICY. 
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
